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Boyne City man charged with murder 


Through a number of interviews, 
Charlevoix County Sheriff Department 
deputies have pieced together “reason- 
able and probable cause to believe that 
Daniel Puroll murdered Clark Lee 
Washburn.” 

Washbum, 81, was found by Deputy 
Roger Moses after the department was 
alerted by a county transit driver that 
Washburn would not come to the door 
of his Wilson Township home. 

An autopsy report from Blodgett 
Memorial Hospital in Grand Rapids 
indicated that Washbum died of mul- 
tiple gunshot wounds to the face at 
about midnight May 5. Projectiles re- 
covered at the scene indicated that 
Washbum was shot with a Marlin .22- 
caliber firearm. 

During the days following the killing, 
deputies discovered that Washbum had 


purchased a Marlin .22-caliber the day 
ofhis death. The new gun box and a box 
of ammunition were found at the scene. 
The ammunition box was missing about 
12 rounds, but the gun could not be 
found. 

Puroll, 28, of Boyne City, was origi- 
nally arrested May 12 ona felony charge 
of carrying a concealed weapon. Puroll 
was carrying a loaded .357 magnum 
Ruger pistol under the front seat of his 
mother’s 1990 Mercury Topaz. The gun 
was seized by Deputy Moses at the time 
of the arrest. 

Puroll was implicated in the killing 
by reports that a Puroll logging truck 
from the family business was seen at 
Washburn’s home late in the evening 
May 5; Puroll made a phone call from 
Washburn’s home about the same time; 
no one could verify his whereabouts 


EJ Mayor to stand trial 


East Jordan Mayor Russ Peck will 
face a jury on a charge of operating a 
vehicle under the influence of liquor. 

Peck and his attomey, Bryan Graham 
of Bellaire, were not able to come to a 
plea agreement with prosecuting attor- 
ney Richard May at a pre-trial hearing 
May 20. 

Graham will bring five defense wit- 


nesses to the trial, as will Prosecutor 
May. 

A trial date has not been set. 

Peck was arrested about 2:25 a.m. 
May 1 in East Jordan by officer Ken 
Wilson. 

He was transported to Charlevoix 
County Jail, where he was released on a 
$200 bond at 3:22 p.m. 


during the time period; Puroll told a 
witness he was going to see Washburn; 
and Puroll told the same witness that he 
shot Washbum. 

Based on the testimonial evidence, 
Puroll was charged with open murder 
May 16. He is being held without bond 
in the county jail. 

The maximum penalty for the charge 
is life imprisonment. Puroll is also 
charged on a felony weapons count of 
use Of a firearm in the commission of a 
felony. The maximum penalty is two 
years consecutively and preceding any 
term imposed for the felony. The con- 
cealed weapons charge still stands and 
caries five years imprisonment and/or 
$2,500 fine. 

Puroll will face a preliminary hearing 
Thurs., May 26 at 1 p.m. in the 90th 
district court in Charlevoix.

‘Tax increase 
now official

With no negative opinions voiced ata 
hearing May 17, the East Jordan City 
Council has officially raised the taxes 
for city residents. 

The 3-mill increase is required to meet 
the 1994-95 general budget, in order to 
maintain current levels of service and 
avoid further depletion of cash reserves. 

Along with the millage increase, the 
council adopted two resolutions regard- 
ing alley closures. 

Four alleys in Nettleton’s Addition 
will be vacated by the city, though the 
city retains a 16-foot utility easement. 

An alley closure that was contested 
by a majority of abutting owners was 
denied by council. The alley, running 
north/south between Nichols and Divi- 
sion, Second and Third Streets, will 
continue to be serviced by the city.

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Road commission is forum focus

A May 11 meeting at the Central Lake Governmmen- 
tal Center gave the Antrim County Road Commission 
an opportunity to dispel myths and promote under- 
standing with residents. 

The Central Lake Township Board of Trustees 
arranged the forum with Road Commission Manager 
John Pemberton. Pemberton discussed some commis- 
sion facts and figures (see box below), then answered 
a number of questions. 

Despite what may seem like ample sources of fund- 


ing, road commissions in the state of Michigan find ° 


themselves ‘‘dead last per capita in the United States 
for the amount spent on roads, ” said Pemberton. 

Nevertheless, the Antrim County Road Commis- 
sion provides all general maintenance throughout the 
county atno charge to municipalities. While Pemberton 
is proud of that aspect of the Road Commission’s 
philosophy, it is sometimes a difficult policy to main- 
tain. 

“There is no way we have the funds to cover the 
needs,” he said. ‘“‘We can’t pass rising costs on to the 
consumer the way private enterprise can. The only 
thing we can pass on is decreased services.” 

Unfortunately, most area townships would have 
difficulty picking up the slack. 

“Rural townships have little from their operating 
funds for road maintenance,” noted Pemberton. He 
said lack of funding is the reason there are thousands 
of miles of unpaved roads in rural Michigan counties. 

“Everybody wants a paved road,” he said. ‘““What 
they don’t realize is they cost even more to maintain 


The Road Commission receives the bulk of its 
financing through the Michigan Transportation 
Fund. The MFT is supported by motor fuel taxes 
and vehicle license plates. The state tax of 15 cents 
per gallon has not been increased since 1984, 
despite soaring costs in labor, materials and equip- 
ment. 


MFT determines each county’s allotment of 
funds through a formula based on population and 
miles of roadway within the county. 

Another source of funding for the county roads 
comes through the Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation. MDOT contracts with counties forsnow 
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than gravel roads.” 

In Antrim County, Kearney and Mancelona Town- 
ships have road improvement millages, while Milton 
Township will request one on the August ballot. 

But many residents feel the way one man expressed

“In 18 months, when MDOT is taking $40 million 
from gas tax money for interest payments, the Road 
Commission state income goes down 11 percent,” he 
said. 

Another source of frustration is state and federal 
unfunded mandates. 

The Road Commission often faces rule changes 
issued by MIOSHA or fines if the changes aren’t 
made quickly enough. For example, the Road Com-

removal, trash pick-up and other maintenance on 
state trunk roads. 

“Counties do it better and cheaper,” explained 
Road Commission Manager John Pemberton, add- 
ing that other arrangements the state might make 
would be ridiculously expensive to taxpayers. 

Townships help pay for road upgrades within 
their boundaries, funding 50 percent of preparation 
work and 100 percent of the paving costs. For 
unimproved roads, the Road Commission’s cost 
share dips to one-third. 

The final source of funding is federal. Federal aid 
can be obtained for primary county road improve- 


mission has to pay for a 
medical technician and 
lab work in performing 
post-accident drug test- 
ing. Pemberton doesn’t 
object to the testing, he 
just feels the money 
shouldn’t be taken away 
from the roads. 

County transportation takes another chunk ofmoney 
from the roads; 10 percent of the Michigan Transpor- 
tation Fund is distributed across the state for transit 
systems. 

But Pemberton said the commission continues to 
take its responsibility to residents seriously. 

“We sure don’t like to say no, but sometimes we 
have to make tough policies.” He said the commission 
prioritizes the responsibilities of caring for the 600 to 
800 miles of road in Antrim County. 

“Our number one priority is snow removal,” said 
Pemberton. Keeping the roads in good condition for 
emergency vehicles and school buses are also high on 
the list. 

The job is never finished - snow removal and de- 
icing through the winter, grading and restoring lost 
binder (the clay material that binds the sand and 
gravel) in the spring; dust suppression, mowing, ero- 
sion control, repairs and construction through the rest 
of the year, at all hours of the day or night. 

And despite an often negative public concept, 
Pemberton said his crews are the best.

25 percent of the cost. Recent construction on 
Atwood Road in Banks Township was federally 
funded. 


Federal taxes of 18.4 cents per gallon on gaso- 
line and 22.4 cents on diesel fuel provide some of 
the dollars, though most of the funds go toward 
the federal highway system and more recently, 
toward deficit reduction. 

Another 6 cents for every gas dollar is charged 
as State sales tax. None of that money is allocated 
to roads.

DPW Superintendent Ron Donaldson said improve- 
ments are being made as time permits. “Ourcrews are 
running about two weeks behind,” he stated. “We had 


six water line breaks to fix, and there are six new 
places waiting for water service.” 
Among the planned upgrades: installation of sev- 
eral new signs throughout the camping area. 
Trustee Russ Guild urged members to consider an 
additional sign. “Carolyn Juracko suggested we think 
about a sign on Main directing people into the park,” 
he noted. “She sees a lot of trailers that hesitate and 
then go on because it’s not clearly marked.”

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For many people going to a grocery store is an 
almost daily occurrence to which little or no thought 
is committed. Some people don’t even bother making 
out alist. Ifthey forget something it’s no big deal; they 
can pick it up later. 

However, if you are one of the community’s dis- 
abled, going to the grocery store can be an event of 
monumental proportion. I learned this several years 
ago, even before seeking independent living. My 
mother, who I was living with, became unable to go 
out much. By process of elimination, | was elected for 
the task. 

Part of the preparatory work of buying groceries is 
to figure out how to get to the store. Forme, the answer 
to the question was for several years and is occasion- 
ally still Charlevoix County Transit’s Wednesday 
aftemoon “Shoppers Run.” This special time is set 
aside each week to take local residents to the store. 
They have a designated period of time to purchase 
groceries for the week. 

Getting to the store is only one of the many hurdles. 
Once in the store, I have no time to lose in finding the 
items on my list. To make out that list is a crucial step 
of preparation as you can’t get back tomorrow for 
forgotten items. 

While shopping, I began to feel as though store 
personnel knew exactly what I needed and decided to 
put the majority of those items on the topmost shelves

beyond my reach. After all, we need that extra bit of 
challenge, don’t we? Being confined to a wheelchair 
means constantly running through the aisles looking 
for other shoppers who can be asked to become 
temporary “reachers.” They may be anxious and in a 
hurry to be on their way, so I don’t hold them up for 
more than an item or two in a certain aisle, 

Where do I put my groceries as 1 collect them? Well, 
I found it’s quite impossible to maintain the physical 
stamina to whecl a cart along with my chair through 
the store. 

So I pile things on my footrests, behind my back, on 
my lap, any available space I can find. Then I dare not 
move a muscle because the things will fall and (’ll 
have to run aftersomeone to pick it up for me. If 1 bend 
to pick it up, I will just drop more. 

Getting the groceries is only part of the task of 
shopping. Once I get them together, I must then find 
a wheelchair accessible checkout counter and get 
them paid for. 


Sometimes, I realize too late that I’m not in a — 


wheelchair accessible lane. Oh well, so I’ll reach 
around the counter to pay the checkout clerk. Then 
comes the moment when I must ask everyone else in 
line behind me to let me out because I can’t move 
ahead. Most are gracious and do so willingly; some 
aren’t and don’t handle it quite so well. 

Now I must wait for the bus driver if he hasn’t

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Ellsworth School Board briefs - May 9 meeting 


E? survey progressing 

Superintendent Rick Diebold said more than 30 of 
the 90 Ellsworth Education Task Force surveys sent 
out near the end of April have been returned. The 
superintendent said the school is still getting back 
about three or four surveys each week. 

“TY think that’s a really good return rate,” Diebold 
told board members. 

The E2 surveys asked men and women who gradu- 
ated from or left Ellsworth schools within the last five 
years to look back and comment on the quality of the 
education they received. While a final evaluation has 
yet to take place, Diebold told the board that two 
issues seem to be recurring on many surveys — a lack 
of computer skills and inadequate guidance and coun- 
seling. 

Moves made in 1992 by Ellsworth schools to add 
computers and counseling, Diebold said, have ad- 
dressed the concerns of the former students. 

“We're seeing the computer and guidance counse- 
lorissues coming up on the surveys of the ’87,°88 and 
°89 students,” he said. “We don’t see that from gradu- 
ates of a year or two ago.” 


Computer purchase program 

A committee looking into setting up a computer 
purchase program for school employees will poll 
school staff to see if enough interest exists to begin a 
prograrn. The committee will report back to the school 
board in June or July. 

The program under consideration would allow in- 
structors, school board members and other school

personnel who would use computers as part of their 
day-to-day work to purchase a computer at a discount, 
through a loan from the school or a bank program set 
up by the school. 

The employees could spend $1,000 to $3,000 on 
computer hardware and necessary start-up software. 
The computer programs would have to be school 
operation- or education-oriented. 

The computers would be purchased through a pro- 
gram run by the Apple Computer Corporation. Under 
the program, qualifying school employees can buy a 
personal computer for the same rate as a school 
through a national bid. The cost would be about 60 
percent of retail cost. 

School employees would pay via payroll deduc- 
tions, or receive the value of the computer in lieu of 
salary. The committee recommended putting several 
guidelines in place, including assurances from par- 
ticipating employees that the computers would be 
used in a school-oriented manner and not resold to 
another party to gain monetarily from the discounted 
price. Employees would also need to receive some 
sort of computer training. 

“This goes along with the goals we’ve set oul to 
make our instructional employees more computer 
literate,” Diebold said. “Familiarity with computers 
increases intelligence, self-esteem and confidence, 
and hands-on training is better and less expensive than 
outside training.”

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Law says PFDs a “must” 


Children under 6 must wear personal flotation de- 
vices (PFDs) on any boat — from canoes to sailboats to 
giant cruisers — in Michigan waters this year, under a 
little-publicized state law that kicked in April 1. 

Violation of the law could bring a fine up to $100 
against a parent or guardian accompanying a child 
under 6 in any open deck area on board. In the absence 
of a relative, the operator of the boat will be held 
responsible. 

The law specifies that the child must wear a type I

A sanitation service bill totaling nearly $1,700 


prompted a “get tough” reaction from the seven- 
member council. 


A local car wash and a restaurant were identified as 
major offenders in failing to provide timely on-site 


maintenance, thereby causing village sewer lines to 
clog with massive amounts of sand and grease. 

While businesses pay a fee that covers occasional 
industrial waste pump-outs, such work should only be 
necessary every few years at most, officials said. 

Apparently to avoid the expense of regular indus- 
trial waste removal, some business owners allow the 
debris to build up until it overflows into the public 
sewers, where it becomes the village’s responsibility. 

Offenders will be sent a letter of notification and 
billed for expenses in excess of reasonable limits, 
officials decided.

South Street access to be defended by CL Township board?

The South Street access site was once again a topic 
of discussion at the Central Lake Township Board 
meeting May 18. 

The township access has been under dispute with 
abutting property owners Alma Kingma and atrust in 
the name of the late Dr. Philip Shahan. The property 
owners lay claim to the access through an agreement 
undertaken illegally with a former township supervi- 
sor. The verbal agreement was never recorded and 
neither property owner has paid taxes on the property. 

Central Lake Township has been advised by attor- 
ney Jim Young to come to settlement with Kingma 
and the trust. The owners agreed “in concept” to a 
proposal that allows the township to retain a walkway 
to Intermediate Lake, while the owners would split the 
rest of the 33-foot wide access. 

But new information induced the township to put 
negotiations on hold while the board pursues contact 
with Michigan United Conservation Clubs. MUCC 
provides council and defense of municipal lake ac- 
cesses free of charge. 

The township board leamed of MUCC from resi- 
dent Pat Hanlon at the April 20 meeting. Hanlon is a 
member of the Association for Protection of lake 
Accesses (APA), whichis a satellite of MUCC. Hanlon 
explained that MUCC is defending some lake ac- 
cesses in Torch Lake Township. 

Board Supervisor Paul Vernon said he investigated 
MUCC. 

“They have one common goal, to protect access 
sites,” said Vernon. He added that he was concerned 
about the cost of litigation being dumped on the 
township. 

Vernon agreed to conference with a representative 
of MUCC, along with attorney Young, to find out if 
the group would be interested in taking on defense of 
the access. 

“But I want assurance that any litigation pursued 
doesn’t end up in Central Lake Township's lap,” said 
Vernon. 

“MUCC can help us regain the full 33 feet of the 
access,” said Hanlon, “‘not just a walkway.” 


Assessor resignation 

The board accepted, without discussion, the letter of 
resignation of township Assessor Lorraine Chapman. 
The letter was submitted April 20, before the April 
township board meeting. 

“The letter arrived at the eleventh hour, ” said 
Supervisor Vernon, “so we didn’t have the opportu- 
nity to add it to the agenda.” 

Treasurer Chery] Shooks and Trustee Bill Gadwau 
were appointed as a search committee for a new 
assessor. 

Vernon said he has already taken the liberty to 
interview one possible applicant for the position. 


IRS fines 


Township Clerk Lois Goliz informed the board that 
the IRS has contacted the township. According to IRS 
records, 1991 Social Security and W-2 forms were 
submitted improperly. Penalties and interest of $2,100 


have accrued as a result. 

Goltz and auditors for the township will work with 
the IRS to straighten out the incorrect forms, but Goltz 
reported that the fines will continue to accrue during 
the interim unless the township pays now. 

The board agreed to pay the bill now, with the 
understanding that the IRS will refund any overpay- 
ment when the issue is resolved. 

Supervisor Vernon also reported that Goltz was 
commended by the auditors on the condition of the 
books.
